Jay and others: 

I needed battery info so I could build a battery package for my SW-3 that 
used '32's and a '30. I needed a 135V B-battery, and got a nice tip from 
Steve, WF6R in the rec.radio.amateur.homebrew newsgroup. Couldn't find any 
no. 6 dry cell information from this source, but a no. 6 is not listed in 
my recent Newark catalog. Guess not many companies manufacture it. I had a 
little trouble retracing my steps to print out the info I wanted, so will 
include some details:

The Comprehensive Battery Guide provides a table with part numbers and 


equivalent other manufacturer part numbers.

Enter a battery part number in the search window for a data sheet or 
performance characteristics (which include curves for battery life with 
different loads). 

Enter Alkaline Technical Bulletin in the search window, and click 2: 
Technical Bulletin for a nice 12-page document. Use the Download PDF 
choice. If you don't have Adobe Acrobat, go to http://www.adobe.com/acrobat 
for a free download of Acrobat Reader 3.0. 


I didn't see any time-usage charts in the Technical Bulletin download, but 
intermittent use really boosts the life of a regular carbon-zinc battery. 
Maybe the difference is not so pronounced with alkaline batteries. 


Scott Robinson commented on the no. 6 dry cell vs an Alkaline D battery, so 
I found my old Eveready Battery Handbook, probably from the 50's. Looking 
at the Railroad and Industrial no. 6, continuous duty with 0.8 V end of 
life: At 115 ma, the no 6 is off the curve (over 450 hrs) while the D is 
about 130 hrs. At 235 ma, the no 6 is 190 hrs and the D is 50(-) hrs. At 
475 ma, the no. 6 is 58 hrs and the D is 20 hrs. These comparisons are not 
precision; the no 6 is into a vacuum tube filament, while the D is to a 
specified resistance. 


Regarding putting batteries in parallel; I measured a number of them with a 
DMM, and voltages are not identical. You may need to put a diode in series 
to avoid the possibility of one discharging through the other. 


One other point: The Duracell #MN908 6V lantern battery case seems too high 
for D-cells to be used inside, so I compared the two and decided D-cells 
were actually used. I tape 4 D cells together and solder wires between the 
batteries for my lantern. It's much cheaper. 


I have found Home Depot to have the best prices, by far. Look for the 
packages with the most batteries. 


Regarding the SW-3: I made a B-battery from 15 9-volt batteries. Cost was 
$1.74/battery. Life should be ok, if I keep the current draw under 10 mA 
(have not measured it yet).

While we are on the subject of batteries, I wonder if anyone can tell 

be what a Z5 and Z67 battery are. They are the A and B batteries that 

were used in a 1954 Zenith portable I have. This set (Model M403) 

uses two Z5's in parallel, for the A battery, must be a 7.5 volt battery 

as this set uses a 1R5, 1U4, 1U5 and 3V4 in series. I have no idea what 

a Z67 battery would be (67 volts?) except the space for it is approx. 

11/4 by 3 by 2 1/2 inches in size and took a snap on battery clip that looks 
like the common 9V clip on steroids. 


The set plays fine on AC and still has all the orginal Zenith branded 
tubes with Spring 1954 date codes.

First of all, thanks to all who responded to my request for schematic and pin- 
out information on an Elmac 1070 AC/DC power supply! As it turned out it was 
well suited to supply all the required voltages for the Johnson Viking Mobile 
transmitter that was given to me for parts. 


A week or so ago I was looking for a "light weight" project and dug out what 

on first impression was a junker Viking Mobile transmitter. I assembled all 

the loose parts and it appeared the rig was, for the most part, complete but 

very dirty. After cleaning it up, I checked out the various input and output 
connections and compared them to the, original manual that was also found in 

the box. 


I next fired up the 6 volt filaments without any smoke signals and finally 
applied a common 300vdc to the 807 modulators, osc and 807 final. To my 
surprise it came up with good drive and a few watts (approx. 5) of output and 
fair modulation. 


The next step was to apply 600 vdc to the plate and the proper lower voltages 
to the osc and modulator sections. Again it had good drive and about 30 watts 
of output when loaded to 90 ma at 600 vde on the final. However when 
monitoring the modulation with my local (183-D) receiver. 


I then started the search for the hum..... Checked and or replaced filter 
and bypass caps throughout the power supply and transmitter. Observed the DC 
voltages with a scope and even applied 6vdce to the fil in an attempt to 
eliminate what I monitored to be approx. 60 cycle hum. 


Then I decided to insert my Heathkit HO-10 monitor scope between the 
transmitter and dummy load. Guess what.... The carrier was clean with no hum 
evident and when I modulated the rig it was clean. However, I could still 
hear the hum in the receiver! 


After 40 plus years of ham radio experiences, I remembered similar experiences 
where hum was noticed in one receiver and not in another. What causes this 
Situation. Is it overload or rf getting into the receiver power supply? 


Although I spent far more time than needed trying to solve the apparent hum 
problem the educational experience and enjoyment of bringing back to life a 
parts radio was well worth it.

Candid opinion: Ugh! 


This is an early fifties attempt at a 50 Mhz. scope. A real power 
hawg (over a kilowatt), fussy at best, has things like a 170 ohm input 
impedance (needs a cathode-follower probe for general use). Strictly 
a museum display collector's item. A really super-cantankerous beast 
that is hard to get working right, doesn't stay working right, etc. 


Tek got into their stride in 1953-54 with the 530 and 540 series 
plug-in scopes. Of the scopes that predate these, the 310 (which is 
nearly contemporary) is a hotbox, but a good small scope for general 
use, and the 511 and 514 are manageable. The 512, 513, and 517 were 
"state of the art" shots in the dark before Tek really got in stride, 
and were found in electronic boneyards and junkyards before 1960. 


If you want a good bench scope, even an early 531 or 535 is vastly 
superior, and for 50Mhz., the 547 was one of the best scopes Tek ever 
built.

There are many things that one can call a switched supply.

> 
> There's the CRT HV supply in Tek scopes, with a HF oscillator driving 
> a small RF transformer. That's part of a switched supply. 

I find it difficult to accept a Hartley oscillator circuit with 

voltage control feedback to the oscillator tube screen a "switcher" 
circuit. While it does DC-DC conversion, I think of switchers as 

having on-off switches, booster coils, and stuff like that. 

> 

> Computers were still being designed with linear 60 Hz supplies through 
> the 1970's, so I don't think all the parts of the equation of what we 
> now call a switcher supply were really there until recently. (The 

> power supply for a Digital KL-10 CPU was installed with a forklift.) 

> 


And the Raytheon 730 Enroute Air Traffic Control display computer, 
which had its contract signed on Jan. 31 1967, specified "high 
efficiency" power supplies, and had UPS capability added shortly 
afterward. End result was a bunch of switcher supplies converting 
100VDC to low DC voltage that went into production in 1970.

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When drilling out old rivets I always found a repeating centerpunch (Sears) to 
be a very handy tool. You put the point on the center and push. It makes a 
Snapping noise and leaves a nice dimple for the drill to run in. Usually, then 
take a very small drill and drill a starter hole. Then I use the sized drill 
that fits the rivet. 

As far as painting goes, we always installed the fasteners first and the 
repainted everything at once. 

I like the idea of epoxie. Them you can use 4-40 screws and nuts, then fill 
the slots with the epoxie and when you paint over everything, you'll never see 
the difference. 

The same applies to pop rivets. Once set properly they are very strong and you 
can fill in the centers with the epoxie and paint. If you do a nice neat job, 
no one can tell unless they remove the covers and look at the upset (or 
bucktail) side. 

And as we used to say, "we never saw a bad rivet at ten thousand feet".

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Hum Bugs! 


> After 40 plus years of ham radio experiences, I remembered similar 
experiences 

> where hum was noticed in one receiver and not in another. What causes 
this 

> situation. Is it overload or rf getting into the receiver power supply? 


All that RF power being generated by that feisty old 807 doesn't go out the 
coax to the dum-dum. There is a pretty intense "near field" in the shack, 
your RX being under its influence. That's cuz your TX is not only not 
really RF tight but RF has a way of finding its way out through the power 


supply because electrolytics have a fair amount of impedance at RF 
frequencies and can't kill a determined signal from becoming a myriad of 
circulating RF currents flowing along power cords and through power 
supplies. RF flows in the TX, RX and house wiring and finally gets into 
the RF stages of the RX. If the main part of the signal getting into the 
RX has been modulated by a power supply rectifier then there's the source 
of your hum modulation. Hhhhmmmmmmmmm?

> 5CP1) base. Obvious fil. is pins 1 & 20, not obvious is it's 6.3V

> Also not obvious is that it's evacuated OK. Glass ‘patches' above metal 
> getters only show ‘glass heat effect,' no getter flash. Thot example was 
> defective but no, no smoke when heater(s) lit. A Techtronics buff sed 

> not to jump to conclusions on getter flash & he was right.

> So same Tech buff, one Bob Garcia who I bet you know, couldn't id the 

> tube either. 


Can't say I recognize the CRT or Bob Garcia. However, if the heater 
works, and the screen looks OK, worth plugging the thing in and giving 
it a try. 


Allen B. Dumont Laboratories was into CRT and similar device 
manufacture in the thirties, and were about the best quality shop for 
these devices by 1950. 


The guy who would know about these CRT's would be the CRT 
engineer-historian, Peter Keller, who was at Tektronix (that's the 
company name) in Oregon for some years. Don't know where he is now.

> So Hank just t were these ‘sons of (2) guns' used for? Just in case

> Note they're -yes there's two- code dated 238 (38th week '52)

Dumont made a dual-beam scope in the early fifties. I don't remember 
much about it (specs, performance, etc.) 


> Of course at least one of these NIB examples is available for trade. 
> And as a fer instance Hank, I'll trade for a manual copy on that LFE 
> HRO-PW-dialed delayed triggered scope I still have. 


I don't think I ever saw a manual for one of these. I'm not sure I 

ever used one, either, but do remember seeing them around. My own 
experience moved directly from the P4E-2 amplified synchroscope and 
Millen 90952 2-inch synchroscope to the Tek 511, and then to the 545. 

You have to remember that I didn't “turn pro" as a design engineer 

until 1956, when Tek scopes were about the only real act, already. 

> 

> I think u or Stan sed LFE was the east-coast contender for the 531 & up 
> business. They intro'd delayed triggered sweep technology but 

> sure lost the quality & marketing bouts. 


I probably talked about LFE because I worked for them for about a year 
(1957-8), but not on test equipment. By that time, they were out of 
the scope business, and had lost their shirts on whirling drum 
computer memories, and were doing a doppler navigation radar system 
for the F-105. I do know something of Laboratory for Electronics 
history, although I think it was in its third generation (only 10 
years old) at the time I was there. Their original scope, like the 
Tek 511, was a derivative of the RF envelope detector and 
synchroscopes that came out of the Harvard (not MIT) radiation lab. 


"Synchroscopes" (vs. "Cathode-Ray-Oscillographs" or "Oscilloscopes") 
used a free-running clamp tube sweep that had some claim to linearity, 


and synchronized the circuit under test with a pulse waveform that 
coincided with sweep start out of the front panel. So far as 
"bandpass" in the vertical goes, the plain synchroscope had direct 
connection to the CRT plates, and might show you 5 Mhz at 50 volts to 
the inch of deflection and plenty of susceptance across those plates, 
which meant you had to have real power to drive them. The "E" model 
had an acorn tube amplifier and the biggest pi-wound peaking coil I 
ever saw to get something like 2 Mhz. onto the screen. 

> 

Tek's big "contribution" was that they did not rely on 
"“college-trained" engineers, but did their own in-house training, 
based on modern physics and a sound knowledge of Clerk-Maxwell's work 
for circuit analysis. You can see the rudiments of the Tek approach 
to EE in Zworykin's 1939 book on television, and it was developed to a 
great extent in WWII, but the streets were still full of EE's who 
thought of transmission line cables as "lumped constants" and 
"capacitance to drive" rather than things having a characteristic 
impedance and E-H transfer down the line. That sort of criticism may 
be getting exotic for "amateur experimenters," but I recall only a 
year or so ago lamenting with an MIT EE perfesser that electricity and 
magnetism in terms of "Maxwell's equations" are still "graduate level" 
in most places.

> ...btw Hank - have you seen the late WW2 BC1060 scope? Looks triggered! 
> 

Not familiar with it. However, the clamp tube sweep used in the P4 

could be set up to require a trigger (change in gate multivibrator 
biasing), and the 511 had such a setup with a trigger amplifier to 

kick things off. The "Miller Integrator" (actually, an op amp) use by 
Tek from the mid-fifties on is a somewhat different setup, but still 

is gated by a triggerable multivibrator. 


Scopes from the thirties and forties generally used a free-running 
relaxation oscillator with a thyratron (884 very common) to discharge 
the sweep integration capacitor. To set up triggering, you have to 
also provide for a trigger hold-off, to allow the sweep to run back 
down (i.e., integration capacitor to charge back to initial point). 
The idea of starting the sweep with some event provided by the circuit 
under test, vs. synchronizing it as a free-running oscillation was an 
idea that took a long time to take hold, and required some new 
learning on how to operate the scope.
